Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1921. 

■Area.  The  area  of  the  district  comprises  3,548  acres. 

Population.  The  population  as  given  by  the  Registrar-General  is  37,700 

at  December  31st,  1921. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

.  ,  The  total  number  of  births  registered  as  belonging  to  the 

iGirtlis.  0 

district  was  994,  giving  an  annual  birth-rate  of  26.3  per  1,000 
inhabitants,  compared  with  1,055  Births  and  a  birth-rate  of  27.9 
in  the  previous  vear.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  birth-rate  was 
slightly  lower  in  1921  than  in  1920.  There  were  24  illegitimate 
births  registered  during  the  year;  of  these  four  died,  which  is  a 
decided  improvement  on  former  years. 

Deaths.  The  number  cf  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  326, 

which  gives  a  death-rate  of  8.6  per  i  ,000  inhabitants,  but  to  these 
must  be  added  106  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district 
who  died  outside  our  area  in  the  various  public  institutions,  viz., 
the  Workhouse  at  West  Bromwich,  the  Birmingham  and  West 
Bromwich  Hospitals,  the  County  Asylums,  etc.  1  he  nett  deaths 
was  therefore  432,  with  a  nett  death-rate  of  11.4  per  1,000,  com¬ 
pared  with  11.7  in  1920.  This  is  the  lowest  annual  death-rate 
ever  recorded  in  Oldbury. 

Table  III.  gives  the  various  causes  of  death  and  the  ages  of 
the  persons  who  have  died  during  the  year.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  ioo  deaths  amongst  children  under  i  year  of  age 
registered  as  belonging  to  the  district  in  1921.  This  given  an 
Infantile  Mortality  of  100.6  per  1,000  births.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  in  1920  was  85.3  per  1,000  births.  This  increase  is 
mainly  due  to  deaths  from  Diarrhoee  and  Enteritis,  there  being 
2\  deaths  from  this  cause,  compared  with  6  deaths  in  the  previous 
\ gar.  The  very  hot  and  dry  season  of  the  Summer  of  1921  was 
the  cause  of  these  intestinal  affections.  1  am  fully  convinced  that 
but  for  the  good  work  which  is  being  done  by  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  the  infant  mortality  from  this  cause  alone  would  have 
been  considerably  higher.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  were  290  eases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  1921,  compared  with  493  reported  in  1920. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  104  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported,  against  285 
cases  in  1920.  Forty-two.  cases  were  treated  at  the  Hospital  at 
Holly  Lane.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease,  which  proved 
to  have  been  of  a  mild  type.

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  was  46,  compared 
with  30  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  6  deaths  from  this 
disease.  Fourteen  of  the  cases  notified  were  treated  at  the  Holly 


Lane  Hospital. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


There  were  3  eases  of  Erysipelas  reported, 


none  of  which 


proved  fatal. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  to  us, 
which  proved  fatal,  but  another  case  was  reported  whilst  in  the 
District  Hospital,  West  Bromwich,  and  was  notified  to  the  Sani¬ 
tary  Authority  of  West  Bromwich.  It  also  proved  fatal,  and 
was  referred  to  us  as  a  transferable  death.

As  I  stated  in  my  last  year’s  report,  the  housing  conditions 
are  slowly  improving,  the  number  of  houses  erected  in  the  district 
during  the  past  year  being  281.  There  is  still  a  great  need  of  a 
further  supply  of  good  cheap  houses,  and  as  the  costs  are  coming 
down  it  is  hoped  that  a  good  deal  more  will  he  done  by  private 
enterprise,  and  that  the  position  will  be  greatly  eased  during  the 
present  year. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  work  is  now  being  done  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner, 
and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  way  the 
work  is  being  accomplished. 

PRIVIES  AND  WATER-CLOSETS. 

The  number  of  old  privies  are  being  steadily  lessened  in  the 
district.  The  number  of  conversions  into  water-closets  during  the 
past  year  was  262.  All  this  work  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
indefatigable  efforts  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  backed  up  by  your 
Health  Committee. 


FOOD. 

The  food  supply  of  the  district  is  under  the  constant  super- 
vision  cf  this  department,  the  result  of  which  will  be  seen  by 
carefully  reading  the  Sanitary  Officer’s  report. 

CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  same  arrangements  for  the  control  of  infectious  diseases 
are  still  in  vogue  that  have  existed  for  a  number  of  years  past,  viz., 
Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  and  Diphtheria  cases  are  removed 
to  the  Smethwick  and  Oldbury  Con-joint  Hospital  at  Holiv  Fane 
when  required.  Smallpox  is  provided  for  by  a  Con-joint  Hospital 
Committee  at  Bagnall,  Stoke-on-Trent,  on  which  the  Oldbury 
Authority  is  represented  ;  and  tuberculosis  patients  are  treated  at 
the  two  dispensaries  at  Oldbury  and  Warley,  and  the  Sanatoria  at

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  serum  is  provided  by  the  Oldbury 
Council,  and  many  of  the  doctors  avail  themselves  of  it  for  their 
patients. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to  Bir¬ 
mingham  University  and  toi  ihe  Worcestershire  County  Bacte¬ 
riologist  for  examination  when  necessary. 

The  inspection  of  midwives  is  still  carried  out  by  the  County 
Council,  who  is  the  supervising  authority  under  the  Act. 

The  Children’s  Welfare  Centres  at  Oldbury  and  Warley  are 
still  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Council,  who>  provide 
two  nurses,  who  attend  regularly,  and  a  Medical  Officer  who  attends 
twice  monthly  at  each  centre.

Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 

FOR  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  3isr,  1921. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
sanitary  work  completed  during  the  year  within  the  Urban  District 
of  Oldbury. 

HOUSING  ACTS,  1909—1919. 

During  the  year  122  houses  were  inspected  under  the  above 
Acts,  and  preliminary  notices  served  upon  the  owners  to  remedy 
defects,  with  the  result  that  47  houses  were  rendered  in  all  respects 
reasonably  fit  for  habitation.  Two  hundred  and  forty-two  defects 
were  remedied  without  closing  orders,  4  houses  were  repre¬ 
sented  as  unfit  for  habitation,  and  in  one  instance  a  closing 
order  was  made,  also  1  house  was  demolished.  The  paving  of  28 
yards  was  relaid  or  repaired.  Apart  from  the  Housing  Acts  502 
structural  defects  and  necessary  cleansing  have  been  remedied  at 
155  houses. 

INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST 
(RESTRICTIONS)  ACT,  1920. 

During  the  year  13  applications  for  certificates  under  Section  2 
of  the  above  Act  were  received  from  occupiers  of  various  proper¬ 
ties,  and  on  the  reports  of  your  Inspector  11  certificates  were 
granted  by  the  Health  Committee.  In  no  instance  was  applica¬ 
tion  made  to  the  County  Court  for  an  order  suspending  the 
increase  of  rents. 

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS. 

This  important  work  of  sanitation  has  been  carried  cut  with 
marked  success,  262  privies  having  been  converted  into  water 
closets  ;  this  relates  to  the  provision  of  water  closets  for  324  houses.

REFUSE  REMOVAL. 

The  work  of  refuse  removal  has  been  carried  out  by  direct 
labour,  under  t lie  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Department,  and 
has  proved  beyond  doubt  that  better  results  will  accrue  than  when 
the  work  was  done  under  contract.  The  number  of  houses  from 
which  refuse  was  removed  is  8,241.  The  10,598  loads  of  refuse 
collected  was  deposited  on  tips  situated  in  various  parts  of  the 
district.  One  hundred  and  forty-six  ashpits  have  been  repaired 
or  reconstructed,  and  431  ashbins  provided  to  replace  broken  and 
dilapidated  ones,  also  19  ashbins  have  been  provided  in  lieu  of  9 
ashpits. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During-  the  year  176  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been 
investigated,  and  in  56  cases  the  patients  were  removed  to 
hospital,  also  170  lots  of  bedding  were  disinfected  at  the  Smeth¬ 
wick  and  Oldbury  Joint  Isolation  Hospital,  and  in  each  case  the 
infected  rooms  have  been  fumigated. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  were  99  workshops  and  workplaces  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  which  number  included  19  bakehouses. 
Fifteen  cases  of  limewashing  and  1  case  of  insanitary  conditions 
were  dealt  with.  Inspection  of  premises  in  the  occupation  of  out¬ 
workers  have  also  been  made  and  found  satisfactory. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  95  purveyors  of  milk  and  86  dairies  and  milkshops 
on  the  register,  and  approximately  280  milking  cows  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  The  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  have  been  inspected 
and  29  cases  of  contraventions  of  the  Act  have  been  remedied. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSE  AND  MEAT  AND  FOODS 
INSPECTION. 

Constant  supervision  has  been  given  to  the  markets,  slaughter¬ 
houses,  shops  and  premises  where  food  is  prepared.  The  follow¬ 
ing  articles  were  surrendered  for  the  purpose  of  destruction  : — ■ 
579lbs.  of  beef,  mutton,  and  pork.

HOUSE  DRAINS. 

The  courts  and  yards  are  regularly  visited  for  the  purpose  of 
drain  inspection.  One  hundred  and  eighty  new  drains  have  been 
laid,  73  drains  repaired  and  ventilated,  55  drains  cleansed,  and 
25  insanitary  sinks  rectified. 

CLERICAL  WORK. 

There  were  439  preliminary  notices  and  239  statutory  notices 
served  during  the  year.  Two  hundred  and  forty-seven  statutory 
notices  were  complied  with,  which  includes  34  outstanding  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1920.  The  number  of  outstanding  statutory  notices 
on  December  31st,  1921,  was  26.

CANAL  BOATS  INSPECTION. 

Periodical  visits  have  been  made  to  the  canals  and  wharfs  for 
the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  boats  plying  within  the  district,  and 
the  general  condition  of  the  interior  of  the  cabins,  also  the  personal 
cleanliness  of  the  occupiers  have  been  noted  with  satisfection. 

The  number  of  boats  inspected  during  the  year  was  34 — 26  of 
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which  were  in  all  ways  conforming-  to  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  and 
Local  Government  Regulations,  the  remaining- 8  boats  were  infring¬ 
ing-  the  Acts  and  Local  Government  Regulations  in  the  following 
particulars,  viz.  :  Markings  4,  Overcrowding  1,  Females  improperly 
occupying  1,  Painting  4,  Dilapidations  4.  The  usual  notice  forms 
were  served  upon  the  persons  responsible  for  the  contraventions. 
One  outstanding  notice  served  during  the  year  1920  has  been 
returned  and  the  complaint  remedied. 

The  boats  inspected  were  registered  for  146^  adults,  and 
the  persons  in  occupation  were  37  male  adults,  30  female  adults, 
29  children  of  school  age,  and  31  children  under  school  age,  giving 
a  total  of  127  persons  in  occupation.  In  one  instance  a  boat  was 
found  to  be  improperly  occupied  :  this  contravention  was  speedily 
remedied.

There  has  been  no  case  of  infectious  disease  found  on  any  of 
the  canal  boats  during  the  year.

I  lie  number  of  births  notified  to  me  during  1921  was  588. 
This  includes  15  still-births. 

The  number  of  primary  visits  paid  to  infants  was  584,  and 
periodical  re-visits  3,457,  making  a  total  of  4,041. 

During  the  year  951  births  were  registered  for  the  whole 
district  (Oldbury  and  Warley).  The  number  of  deaths  registered 
of  infants  under  12  months  old  was  87,  making  the  rate  of  infant 
mortality  91.4. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Two  cases  were  notified  in  the  Oldbury  District  during  the 
year.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  both  cases  made  good  recovery. 

HOME  VISITS. 

This  branch  of  work  continues  to  be  most  successful,  and  I 
find  that  by  making  an  early  visit  more  babies  are  breast-fed  for 
a  much  longer  period  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case. 
The  help  and  advice  given  is  much  appreciated  by  the  mothers. 

Several  cases  of  Pemphygus  have  occurred  in  the  district 
during  the  year.  These  have  been  at  once  notified  and  a  local 
•doctor  called  in  to  give  treatment.  I  am  pleased  to>  report  all  the 
eases  recovered  satisfactorily. 

CONSULTATION  CENTRE. 

The  attendance  at  the  Centre  continues  good,  4,934  babies 
and  children  having  attended  during  the  year. 

The  regular  attendance  of  the  mothers  shows  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  help  and  advice  offered  them.

Malnutrition.  I  here  were  a  few  children  who  were  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  suffering  from  a  certain  degree  of  malnutrition,  but 
each  of  the  cases  were  associated  with  other  defects;  7  of  the 
cases  called  for  especial  remarks,  and  the  parents’  attention  was 
called,  and  advice  given  as  to  treatment  and  food  suited  to-  each 
case. 

Uncleanliness  Head:  Twenty-seven  cases  of  dirty  heads 
were  referred  for  treatment,  and  80  cases  were  to1  be  kept  under 
observation. 

The  number  of  head  inspections'  (other  than  in  Routine 
Medical  Inspection)  was  6,532. 

Bodv.  Four  cases  of  djrty  bodies  (non-verminous)  were 
referred  for  treatment ;  7  were  to  be  kept  under  observation.  The 
parents  were  advised  to  keep  the  children  in  a  cleaner  state  in 
future. 

Ringworm  (Head).  There  was  only  one  case  of  ringworm  of 
scalp,  which  was  treated  and  is  reported  cured. 

Bodv.  There  was  one  case  of  ringworm  of  body.  This  also 
was  treated  and  reported  cured. 

Scabies.  Five  cases  were  referred  for  treatment,  and  have 
been  reported  cured. 

Impetigo.  Two  cases  of  impetigo  have  been  treated  and 
are  cured.  There  were  9  other  cases  of  skin  trouble ;  all  of  them 
have  been  treated. 

Four  cases  of  Blepharitis  and  1  of  Corneal  Ulcer  have  been 
treated.  Two-  other  cases  of  eye  disease  are  being  kept  under 
observation ;  1  was  referred  for  treatment. 

There  were  108  children  recommended  for  treatment  of  defec¬ 
tive  vision,  and  14  for  Squint  ;  98  are  to-  be  kept  under  observation. 

Two-  cases  of  defective  hearing  and  18  cases  of  Ear  Disease 
were  referred  for  treatment ;  6  are  to  be  kept  under  observation. 
These  have  been  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

Sixty-seven  children  were  referred  for  treatment  of  Enlarged 
Tonsils,  52  had  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  ;  one  other  case 
of  throat  trouble  was  also  referred  for  treatment.  Sixty-two  cases 
have  been  attended  to,  24  are  waiting  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 
Forty-four  cases  of  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  one  other  throat  affec¬ 
tion  are  to  be  kept  under  observation.

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One  hundred  and  forty-six  cases  of  Enlarged  Cort  ical  Glands 
(non-tubercular)  were  found,  and  were  recommended  to  he  kept 
under  observation. 

A  child  was  found  suffering'  from  Cleft  Palate,  and  was 
referred  for  treatment,  but  the  parents  refused  to  have  anything 
done.  A  stammerer  was  tu>  be  kept  under  observation. 

Eight  hundred  and  forty-live  cases  of  dental  defects  were 
found  ;  49 2  of  these  were  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  by  our  own 
Dentist,  36  children  were  treated  privately,  making  a  total  of  528 
dealt  with.  The  dental  work  at  the  Clinic  is  proceeding  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner.  1  lie  good  effects  of  the  dental  treatment  of 
the  children  cannot  be  over-estimated.  The  general  health  is,  and 
must  be,  vastlv  improved  by  the  attention  given  to  this  important 
part  of  their  physical  well-being.  I  hat  this  is  so  is  proved  by 
the  parents’  willingness  to  have  their  children  s  teeth  attended 
to.  At  first  mam  parents  objected  to  have  them  treated,  but 
now  they  are  most  desirous  of  having  their  children  s  mouths  put 
into  a  healthy  state. 

There  were  33  children  reported  as  suffering  from  organic 
heart  disease,  but  1  am  informed  by  the  Medical  Examiners  that 
a  good  many  of  these  appear  10  improve,  and  some  in  fact  seem 
to  have  recovered  entirely.  There  were  24  reported  as  suffering 
from  functional  disturbances,  but,  acting  on  advice  given,  appear 
to  be  gradually  recovering  from  these  affections. 

Six  children  were  suffering  from  Bronchial  Catarrh.  '1  hese 
were  referred  for  treatment,  also  a  child  suffering  from  Asthma. 
All  these  on  re-examination  were  found  to  be  clear  of  the  disease. 
Five  others  slightly  affected  were  kept  under  observation,  and 
were  afterwards  found  to  be  free  of  the  complaint. 

Four  children  were  found  suffering  from  Pulmonary  I  uber- 
culosis  and  were  recommended  for  treatment  ;  they  are  attending 
the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  Six  others  were  suspected  cases, 
and  are  being  kept  under  observation.  One  child  had  lubercular 
Glands  and  was  recommended  for  treatment;  2  are  being  kept 
under  observation.  One  child  had  suspected  Tubercular  Disease 
of  the  Knee  and  is  being  kept  under  observation. 

Two  children  were  found  to  be  subject  to  attacks  of  Epilepsy 
and  are  being  kept  under  observation.  Two  are  being  kept  under 
observation  from  other  nervous  defects.

Seventeen  cases  of  slight  deformity  are  being  kept  under 
observation.  Four  cases  of  Spinal  Curvature  ;  2  were  advised 
treatment,  2  are  kept  under  observation.  Three  other  cases  of 
deformity  were  referred  for  treatment ;  2  of  them  are  receiving 
attention. 

other  Three  children  were  recommended  for  treatment,  viz.,  1 

Anaemia,  1  Inguinal  Hernia,  1  Abscess.  All  these  have  been 
treated.  Eight  other  defects  are  to  be  kept  under  observation.

SCHOOL  CLINICS. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  now  in  full  operation.  Dr.  W.  Tregea 
attends  the  Clinic  for  dental  work  and  visits  the  schools  for  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  children’s  teeth.  From  the  table  it  will  be  seen  the 
great  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  him,  and  the  parents  have 
expressed  themselves  as  highly  gratified  at  the  wax’  Dr.  Tregea 
carries  out  the  work,  and  the  kindly  manner  with  which  he  treats 
the  children. 

MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINIC. 

This  branch  of  school  treatment  was  begun  in  January  this 
year,  and  it  will  also  be  seen  from  the  amount  of  work  done  that 
this  part  of  the  school  welfare  work  was  greatly  needed,  and  that 
in  the  future  this  work  may  be  further  extended  by  the  appointment 
of  a  medical  man  to  see  the  children  and  advise  the  parents  as  to 
the  proper  care  and  treatment  required. 

Total  number  of  attendances  for  minor  ailments  at  the  C  linic 
was  1,852. 


THE  WEST  MALVERN  OPEN-AIR  SCHOOL. 

During  the  year  1921  eleven  boys  and  sexenteen  girls  were 
sent  by  the  Children’s  Care  Committee  to  the  \\  est  Malvern 
Open-Air  School  for  health  reasons.  All  of  the  children  returned 
greatlx'  benefited  by  their  stay.  I  he  usual  stay  is  three  months, 
but  in  certain  cases  which  required  it  a  further  stay  of  a  second 
three  months  was  granted.  1  he  children  sent  were  scarcely 
recognisable  on  their  return.  In  all  the  cases  the  children  ano 
parents  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  the  treatment  the  children 
have  received  at  the  hands  of  the  Head  Mistress  and  others  d u  1  i ngj"

CHILDREN’S  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

The  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  Children’s  Care  Committee 
still  continue  their  labours  in  the  interests  of  the  children,  and  I 
desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  good  work  they  have 
done  in  the  past  and  are  still  doing. 

GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  schools  are  kept  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition.  There  is  a  plentiful  supply  of  pure  water  at 
each  school,  which  are  kept  clean  by  the  caretakers  to-  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  teachers. 

The  teachers  still  take  great  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
children,  and  greatly  assist  in  the  work  of  preparation  for  the 
Medical  Examinations. 

The  School  Nurse  and  Miss  Ricketts,  too-,  have  also  assisted 
the  Medical  Examiners  at  the  schools,  and  have  carried  out  their 
duties  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  I  append  the  short  reports 
of  the  School  Medical  Examiners.  The  number  of  school  visits 
paid  by  the  School  Nurse  during  the  year  was  300.

Dear  Dr.  Buttery, 

I  have  pleasure  in  again  presenting  a  short  report  on  the 
work  of  Medical  Inspection  of  Children  attending  the  Langley  and 
Warley  Schools  during  the  year  1921. 

The  total  number  of  children  examined  was  1,084,  whilst  241 
of  these  were  subsequently  re-examined  to  ascertain  what  steps 
had  been  taken  with  regard  to  the  various  defects  found. 

The  attendance  of  the  parents  was  well-maintained,  particularly 
in  the  Warley  Schools,  and  most  of  them  were  willing  to  follow 
the  advice  given  them,  when  defects  were  found  which  needed 
medical  or  surgical  treatment. 

The  majority  of  the  children  appeared  to  be  well-nourished, 
clothed,  etc.,  and  there  was  very  little  to  complain  of  with  regard 
to  cleanliness. 

I  was  surprised  to  find  a  large  number  of  the  children  having 
reallv  good  teeth  ;  where  dental  defects  were  found  I  recommended 
them  to  the  School  Dentist,  and  in  most  of  the  cases  I  under¬ 
stand  that  attention  has  been  given. 

Enlarged  Tonsils  were  again  very  marked,  116  children  being- 
sufficientlv  bad  as  to  call  for  attention.  I  found  on  re-examination 
that  58  had  been  treated  (chiefly  at  the  Birmingham  Ear  and 
Throat  Hospital),  whilst  24  are  waiting  to  be  admitted  there  for 
operative  treatment.  One  still  meets  with  a  difficulty  in  persuad¬ 
ing  some  of  the  parents  to  seek  treatment  ;  they  apparently  do  not 
realise  the  great  importance  of  having  the  tonsils  removed,  and 
thus  saving  the  child  a  vast  amount  of  suffering  in  the  future. 

Four  children  were  suffering  from  Otitis  Media  and  eight 
from  Otorrhcea,  with  varying  degrees  of  deafness.  I  am  pleased 
to  state  that  six  of  the  children  have  received  hospital  treatment, 
the  remainder  are  attending-  the  School  Clinic. 

Eight  children  had  skin  diseases  which  I  found  had  cleared 
up  on  re-examination. 

Twenty-five  had  organic  heart  disease ;  several  were  much 
improved  on  re-examination. 

I  found  three  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  5  other 
suspected  cases,  also  4  of  Bronchitis. 

Five  of  these  children  have  greatly  improved  by  a  lengthy 
stay  at  the  Malvern  Open-Air  School. 

I  must  thank  most  sincerely  the  Head  Teachers  for  their 
interest  in  the  work,  and  their  willing  help  in  the  preparation  for 
the  Medical  Examinations.

Dear  Dr.  Buttery, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  a  short  account  of  the 
work  of  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  for  the  year  1921, 
and  in  doing  so  would  again  thank  the  Head  I  eachers  of  the 
various  schools  for  their  kindly  interest  and  valuable  help. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  the  attendance  of  parents  has  again  been 
very  satisfactory,  which  shows  they  take  some  interest  in  the 
work. 

The  nutrition  of  the  children  on  the  whole  was  good,  and 
there  was  a  distinct  improvement  in  the  matter  of  cleanliness , 
especially  the  girls’  heads,  which  are  now  very  different  to  what 
they  were  a  few  years  ago. 

Defective  teeth  and  impaired  vision  are,  of  course,  very  com¬ 
mon,  but  are  now  receiving  much  more  attention  than  at  one  time 
was  the  case,  with  corresponding  benefit  to  the  children. 

I  found  several  cases  of  Heart  Disease  and  some  of  Bronchitis. 
Enlarged  Tonsils  were  also  found,  and  some  children  (generally 
girls)  had  enlarged  Thyroid  Glands.  Numbers  of  children  with 
“  discharge  ”  from  ears  were  also  seen. 

Generally  speaking,  the  condition  of  most  of  the  children 
from  a  medical  point  of  view  might  be  regarded  as  quite  satis¬ 
factory.
